
1. A resident of Premnitz stated on 19 Ilarch 1951 that the hutment at 

Premnitz, west of the southern railroad station of P,athenow (N 53/2 l5)j> 
had a billeting capacity of about 300 troops. Sevoral platoons of about 


30 men each we re seen drilling in tho billoting area. No vehicular traffic 
was observed. Soldiers in Rathenow said that personnel who were guilty of 
minor offenses wore punished by reassignment to the hutment at Pyemnitz.
